Philadelphia, Pa., April 23.—[Special.}— 
The rattling yell of the University of. Mich- 
igan, heard often in victory on western foot- 
ball fields, reéchoed over Franklin field this 
afternoon at the end of the Pennsylvania 
relay races, when Kellogg, the maige and 
blue captain, breasted the tape in the four : 
mile relay race ten yards ahead ‘of Parson, 
the crack Yale runner. For the second tim 
Michigan had won the four mile colleg 
championship of the United States. 

But victory in the four mile relay wae onlyi 
a small part of Michigan’s triumph. The 100 
yard dash, the 120 yard hurdles, and the 
shotput were captured by athletes from Ann 
Arbor, and Rose was fourth in the hammer 
throw. ‘The discus throw was won for the 
west by Swift of lowa, the college conference © 
efampion, who hvrfed the classic weight 
114 feet 4 inches. ‘ 

Chicago had to be content with seconds and 
thirds, Blair running third in the century, 
Catlin second in the hurdles, and Speik and 
Catlin being second and third respectively in 
the discus throw. The Hyde Park relay 
team finishedya poor second to the Central 
High school team of Philadelphia in the 
school championship event. 


Rose Equals World’s Record. 


Rose, Michigan’s giant freshman, equated 
the world’s shotput. record of 48 feet 2 inches, 
held by Horgan of Ireland. In an exhihition 
trial, after winning the event, Rose, who is 
only 19° years of age, put the shot 48 feet 
344 inches, but the figures will not stand as 
@ record because they were not made in open 
competition. Michigan's other winners were 
Doane, Stone, Perry, and Kellogg in the 
four mile relay race, Hahn in the century, 
and Schule in the hurdles. 

Yale won the relay race for the col- 
lege championship of America and the pole 
vault. Pennsylvania captured the two mile 


won the broad jump. Jones of New York 
university was the victor in the “= jump. 


Four Mile Relay.” 


The four mile relay race brought into com- 
petition the crack teams of Princeton, Yale, 
Harvard, Michigan, Pennsylvania, and 
Columbia, To.the easterners this was the 
feature event of the day. It was Michigan's 
from the start. Duane,.the freshman, took 
the first relay and led Bisele of Princeton 
twenty yands at the tape. Yale was third, 
The second mile was a fight most of the 
way between Stone of Michigan and Swan 
of. Princeton. On the last quarter Alcott 
of Yale pulled up to second. Princeton 
trailed along away behind, with the others 
hopelessly out of it. The last quarter of the 
third mile was a dual contest between Pergy » 
of Michigan and Deming of Yale. The two 
running fifty yards ahead of Columbia, the 
nearest competitor: 

Kellogg took up the last relay with two 
yards’ lead on Parsons, the hope of Yale, 
For the first three quarters both runners 
loafed, and the Princeton and Pape 


runners caught up.

The last quarter was a whirlwind race.

The new gymnasium, 
however, served y to break the force 
of the breeze and the athletes did not mind 
it. Fully 10,000 people assembled on Frank- 
lin fleld. 

Over 1,100 athletes were entered tn the 
several eyents, but so perfectly was the 
meet managed by Graduate Manager Frank 
B. Ellis that there was nota hitch. Manager 
Charles Baird of Michigan, himself an ex- 
pert at conducting a meet, declared he had 
come east to learn how to do it and that Mr.

The meet began promptly at 2 o'clock with 
the grammar school half mile relay races.

In additon to the New Jersey 
capitalist.who is said to have had an interest 
in the progress of Nordica's suit, there is said 
to have beeri another wealthy man who 
would like to see the present trouble settled 
and disposed of before any further revela- 
tions are permitted.

Nordica’s Letters to Melba. 


When Nordica heard this report ‘she 
promptly wrote the following letter to Melba 
and caused it to be published. 


My Dear Nellie: You doubtless have seen the 
unfortunate story which has been published con- 
necting your name with? my divorce suit.

Doeme Charges Collusion. 

In his application Doeme charged specific- 
ally that ugh collusion between Nor- 
dica’s cou l, Edward Lauterbach, and his 
counsel, he*was induced to make practically 
no defense, in consideration of which his for- 
mer wife settled $45,000 upon him, 

The plaintiff and the defendant were mar- 
ried in May. 1896, in Indianapolis. In no 
} year since their marriage have they resided 
for five consecutive months in any one place. 
The plaintiff is a native of Hungary and his 
home is in Paris. They resided together 
ever since their marriage. 

In the summer of 1903 they lived together 
in Munich, whence the singer came to this 
country, leaving him abroad. During her 
absence he received letters and cablegrams 
from his wife, but during that time, in spite 
of these communications, Mme. Nordica’s 
feelings toward her husband changed, and 
she decided to divorce him. She is not a 
resident of this state nor of this country.

Lauterbach, it is alleged, toid 
him if hé agreed to the divorce and gave Nor- 
dica $20,000 the civil actions would be 
dropped. Doeme also says Lauterbach de- 
manded $5,000 as counsel! fee.

HEARST ATTACKS MERGER 


New York Congressman Files Complaint 
with Attorney General Against An- ~ 
thracite Carrying Railroads. 


Washington, ‘D..C,, April 23.—Representa- 
tive William.R. Hearst of New. York today 
tiled with Atterney General Knox a com- 
plaint alleging that a combination of the 
Philadelphia’ and Reading railroad and the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey under a com- 
mon management has stified competition and 
petitioning the department of justice to pro- 
ceed against them under the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

The complaint alleges that in January, 
1901, inorder to build up a monopoly in the 
anthracite coal business and to place com- 
peting roads un one control, there were 
transferred to the Reading 145,000 shares out 
of the total of 272,138 shares of capital stock 
of the Central. 

Since then, the complaint alleges, George F. 
Baer has been in executive control of the 
Reading company, Philadelphia and Reading 
railroad, Philadelphia and Reading Coal and 
Iron .company, the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, and the Lehigh and Wilkesbarre Coal 
eompany, and the price of anthracite coal, 
free on board, at'tidewater, has advanced to 
** the extortionate price of $5 a ton.’’

“This, possibly, is Intended asa criticism }{ 
of the rashness of the president and of his 
emotional temperament, and yet it is so im- 
personals«that those who support the plat- 
form can plausibly insist that it has no par- 
ticular reference to any person, but is in- 
tended as a broad statement of a general 
principle. 


Plank That Has No Meaning. 


“The fourth plank reads: : 

“ ‘Corporations chartered by the state must | 
he subject to just regulation by the state in 
the interest of the people; taxation for public 
purposes only: no government partnership 
with protected monopolies.’ 

“This plank might find a welcome place 
in any platform. It would be difficult to con- 
ceive of a party that would object to ‘ just 
regulations by the state in the interest of 
the people,’ nor is there any party that is 
likely to defend taxation for any other than 
& public purpose. Even the republican 
party has never declared itself in favor of 
* government partnership with protected mo- 
-nopolies.’ The plank, therefore, has no 
meaning at all as it stands, unless there is a 
secret suggestion that the regulation of cor- 
‘porations must be left entirely to the states. 
This ts the position that is taken by the 
trust magnates. If this plank means any- 
thing it is an indorsement of the minority 
members of the Supreme court rather than 
an indorsement of the decision of the ma- 
jority. The fact that the platform is silent. 
about the merger decision Jends color to this 
construction. | 

Ridicules Anti-Trust Plank. 

“The fifth plank reads: 

“* Opposition to trusts and combinations 
that Opprees the people and stifie healthy in- 
dustrial competition.’ 

~ This is the anti-trust plank of the plat- 
f0m! At least it is the only plank in which 
the trust+is mentioned by name. The plank 
contains fourteen words, and. it will be noted 
that the opposition is not to all monopolies, or 
even to all trusts, but simply to.those that 
“oppress the people and stifle healthy indus- 
trial competition.’ Thatis the position taken 
by Judge Brewer in his separate opinion on 
the merger case. He contends that the 
Sherman law was not intended to prevent al! 
restraint of trade, but only ‘ unreasonable 
restraint,’ and so Mr. Hill an@ the other 
New York friends of Judge Parker so have 
worded their trust plank as to make their 
meaning’ uncertain.

“Now here is a plank that is a model of 
obscurity and brevity. Only ten words in 
the plank.

“The ninth plank reads: ; 

“* Honesty in public service; vigilance in 
the preyention of fraud; firmness in the pun- 
ishment of guilt when detected.’ 

“As President Roosevelt prides ‘himself 
upon his-enthusiastic advocacy of honesty 
in the public service, and as his friends boast 

| of his vigilance in the prevention of fraud 


that plank might be regarded as an indorse- 
ment of him but for the fact that it is con- 
tained In a platform that suggests a candi- 
date to oppose him. . 

Case of Walking on Eggs. — 

“The tenth plank reads:*, 

“* The impartial maintenance of the rights 
of labor and of capital; no unequal discrim- 
ination; no abuse of the powers of law for 
favoritism or oppression.’

ané this plank, if it appeared any where else 
than in a demoératic platform, might be at- .

Issues Before the Country. 

“ What are the issues before the country? 
The trust question is certainly an issue, and 
yet there is nothing in that platform that 
gives any encouragement to the opponents 
of the trusts. There is not a word or syl- 
lable that binds a person elected on such a 
platform to do anything that the trusts are 
unwijling to have done. The Kansas City 
platform -stated the s position on the 
trust question, but the New York platform 
not only fails to indorse the last national 
platform but also fails to propose any 
definite or positive plan of relief. | 
“Imperialism is an issue. Our govern- 
ment is now administering a colonial policy 
according to the political principles em- 
ployed by George III. a century and a quar- 
ter ago, and yet there is not in this platform 
a single word relating to the question of im- 
perialism, not a plank that defines the party’s 
position on that subject, not a protest against 
the surrender of the doctrines of self-govern- 
ment. The Kansas City platform stated the 
party’s opposition to a colonial policy, but 
the New York platform not only fails to in- | 
dorse the Kansas City platform but fails 
to take any position at all on this important 


question. 

Questions of Labor. 
“The labor question is an issue. The la- | 
boring men have been before the committee 
of congress endeavoring to secure three im- 
portant measures. One Is the arbitration of 
differences between corporations engaged 
in interstate commerce and their employés. 
Both the Chicago and Kansas City platforms 
declared in favor of arbitration, but the New 
York platform not only fails to refer to the 
arbitration plank of these platforms, put it 
fails to write a new plank covering this 
subject. 
“ The laboring men are trying to secure the 
abolition of government by injunction. Both 
the Chicago and Kansas City platforms con- 
tained planks on this subject, but the New 
York. platform dodges this, as it does all 
other vital questions. 
. Heaven Ordained Ratio. 

“The money question is ignored entirely. 
No reference is made to bimetallism at any 
rate—not even to international bimetallism, 
to which Mr. #iill seemed to be so attaghed 
in the Chicago convention. No reference is 
made to the measure now before congress 
to melt up neafly 600,000,000 legal tender 
silver dollars into subsidiary coin that is 
only a limited legal tender. Nothing is said 
about the asset currency which’ is a part 
of the scheme of the financiers. Nothing is 
said about the Aldrich bill, which propoges 
to subsidize the banks into opposition to tax 
reduction by loaning them the surplus money 
in the treasury. There is po condemnation_ 
of the corruption that such a system would 
lead to. 
“The platform does not antagonize the 
proposition now before congress to give the 
national banks unlimited control over the 
volume of paper money. In other words, 
there is not a line in tha platform that is 
written in behalf of the people; not a line 
that will excite criticism in Wall street. 
“The platform ignores the income tax; it 
fails to indorse the election of senators by 
direct vote, and also omits the plank of the 
Kansas City platform denouncing corporate 


domination in politics. 


Parker Platform Dishonest. 


“The New York platform is a dishonest 
platform, fit only for a dishonest party. No 
one but an artful dodger would stand upon. 
it. The submission of such a platform to the 
voters of a state is an insult to their intelli- 
gence, for it is intended to deceive them, and 
a clumsy attempt to deceive—especially so 
clumsy an attempt as this platform is—is a 
reflection upon the brains of those to whom. 
it is submitted. 2 | | 

“This platform provcs that the opposition 
*to the Kansas City platform is not opposition | 
to silver, but opposition to every needed re- 
form and opposition to all that the masses 
desire. 

“I had expected that a platform prepared 
by Mr. Hill for Judge Parker would be evas- 
ive and lacking in frankness, but I did not 
conceive that any body of men calling them- 
selves democrats would present such a plat- 
form as a fecommendation of a candidate. 

“I for one am not willing that the demo- - 
cratic party shall’ become the too] of 
corporations; Iam not willing that it shall 
be the champion of organized wealth. And 
it is because I believe that the party hasa 
higher mission than ‘to be the exponent of 
plutocracy that I am protesting against the 
schemes of those who would put it into com- | 
petition with the republican party for the 
support of Wall street financiers. It is for 
this reason that I protest against mortgaging 
the party to the capitalists to secure a 
enormous corruption fund.”’ 


Principles Before Offices. 


The speaker then reverted to his oft re- 
peated warning about packing the Supreme 
court with ‘ pro-corporation’’ judges, and 
pointed to the recent close vote of that court 


ing how close is the balance. Then he re- 
sumed: 

“If any who are present tonight or who 
read what I say think that I am trying to in- 
terfere with democratic success. let me an- 
swer that no democrat is more anxious for 
the party success than I am. No one has. 
suffered more from dissensions and divisions 
in the party, and no one, I believe, is more 
eager for the country to enjoy the great 
benefits which a triumph of real democracy 
would bring. But I do not desire that the 
party shall win offices only. If that is the 
only pirpose of the party let its principles 
be abandoned and let its platform simply 
declare the party hungry for the patronage. 


Must Stand for Good Government. 


“Let us array the party against every 
abuse of government and against every 
policy that is: hurtful to the people. Let us 
drive out of the party every democrat whe 
betrays his trust, every official who would 
administer the office for his private advan- 
tage. Let. us make democracy stand not 
only for good government—for honest gov- 
ernment—but for a government ‘of the 
people, by the people, and for the people.’ 

“In Illinois, in Wisconsin, in Michigan, in 
Minnesota, in Indiana, in Ohio, and in every 
other state that has not acted, it behooves 
the democrats to arouse themselves and or- 
ganize to the end that they may prevent the 
consummation of the schemes of the re- 
organizers. Their scheme begins with the 
deception of the rank and file of the party. 
It is to be followed up by the debauching of 
the public with a campaign :fund secured 
from the corporations, and it is to be con- 
summated by the betrayal of the party or- 
ganization and of the country into the hands 
of those who are today menacing the liber- 
ties’ of the country by their exploitation of 
the producers of wealth.”’

Philadelphia, Pa., April 23.—[Special.}— 
The rattling yell of the University of Mich- 
igan, heard often in victory on western foot- 
ball flelds, reéchoed over Franklin field this 
afternoon at the end of the Pennsylvania 
relay races, when Kellogg, the maige and 
blue, captain, breasted the tape the four 
mile relay race ten yards ahead ‘of Parson, 
the crack Yale runner. For the second time 
Michigan had won the four mile college 
championship of the United States. 

But victory in the four mile relay was only) 
a small part of Michigan's triumph. The 100 
yard dash, the 120 yard hurdles, and the 
shotput were captured by athletes from Anw® 
Arbor, and Rose was fourth in the hammer 
throw. ‘The discus throw was won for the 
west by Swift of lowa, the college conference 
cflampion, who hurled the classic weight 
114 feet 4 inches. e 

Chicago had to be content with seconds and 
thirds, Blair running third in the century, 
Catlin second in the hurdles, and Speik and 
Catlin being second and third respectively in 


the discus throw... The Hyde Park relay - 
finished.a poor second to the Central .

Rose Equals World’s Record. 


Rose, Michigan's giant freshman, equaled 
the world’s shotput record of 48 feet 2 inches, 
helé by Horgan of Ireland. In an exhibition 
trial, after winning the event, Rose, who is 
only 19°years of age, put the shot 48 feet 
8% inches, but the figures will not stand ae 
a record because they were not made in open 
competition. Michigan's other winners were 
Doane, Stone, Perry, and Kellogg in’ the 
four mile. relay race, Hahn in the century, 
and Schule in: the hurdles. 

Yale won the relay race for the col- 
lege championship of America and the pole 
vault. Pennsylvania captured’ the two mile 


relay championship race by default, and also ; 


won the broad. jump. Jones‘of New York 
university was the victor In the high jump, 


Four Mile Relay. 


‘The four mile relay race brought tnto com- 
petition the crack teams of Princeton, Yale, 
Harvard, Michigan, : Pennsylvania, and 
Columbia.

The most important question discussed to- 
day was that of the amendment to the rule 
requiring seven men in line between the 
twenty-five yard lines. 
was settled, it is not unlikely that a change 
will be made on the lines suggested by Coach 
In connection with the question as to 
whether a quarter back should run outside

The 
new rule would prevent a man who recov- 
ered a blocked punt from running down the 
field for a big gain and even a touchdown, 
as has sometimes been the case. The same 
principle applies in another rule governing 
the back field man’s muff of a punt and the 
end charging down the field is not to be per- 
mitted to recover the ball and 
gain or a touchdown. 


Stagg Not in Favor of Change. 

Coach Stagg does not favor these changes. 
He said today he thought the element of 
chance ought not to be eliminated, for it 
would make the game less interesting. Dr. 
Nathan P. Stauffer, referee at the Chicago- 
West Point game last year and a prominent 
eastern football authority. agreed also that 
the rule should not be changed. 

Another important question discussed was 
that of a penalty for holding and the inter- 
pretation of the rule prescribing this penal- 
ty. The penalty of holding, tripping, and un- 
lawful use of the hands and arms when in 
possession of the ball is twenty yards. All 
the officials last year differed after this de- 
cision was given as to whether a team pen- 
alized was, or was not, entitled to a first 
down because it had lost twenty yards. The 
spirit of the rule would not give a penalized 
team such advantage, but the ryle gives it, 
and in order-to have this matter decided alike 
by all officials it must be cleared up at once. 


Officials Disagree on Rule. 


The committee discussed the rule about 
putting the ball in play from out of bounds. 
This rule states that a player can bring the 
ball in, touch it to the ground, and kick it 
at least ten yards towards his opponent’s 
goal, and that neither side need be on side 
when the ball is thus putin play. The rule 
does not state if these men who are offside 
can take part in the play, and in this case 
the officials again disagree. Some uniform 
interpretation will be adopted. After com-

ction was not a novelty, as in years gone 
by many other breeders had crossed the 
blood of the trotter with that of the runner, 
the only one to have the slightest success, 
however,. being Senator. Stanford. of Cali- 
fornia, whose stallion Electioneer was. so 


‘notably Palo Alto, 2:08%, from thorough- 
bred mares. But Mr. Forbes had no such 
‘luck. The Meddler foal from Nancy Hanks, 
a filly called Princess of Monaco, never trot- 
ited to a record, and was put to breeding.

A better going 
pacer never looked through a bridle, and he | 
is such a strong made horse and so well bred 
on the side of his sire that, with Geers to do 
the training and driving, it looks as ‘if 2:04 
would not stop him when everything is fa- 
vorable. Of course the Loulsyiile track is 
not as fast as the billiard ta ‘course at 
Mempbis, but making allowance for that, 
the two pacers look to be pretty well 
matched and their first meeting will be 
watched with interest by Horse lovers. 


‘Interest in Grand Circuit. 


From present eppearances the pacing races 
down the grand circuit this. year will be 
unusually interesting. .Those that have al-. 
ready closed show a large entry list, and this 
would ‘indicate that the “side wheelers " 
are becoming as popular with the owners as 
they have been for several years with the 
public, In fact, all t ‘early closing events 
thus far have filled wéll. The nominations 
at Buffaio and the Empire city track have 
just been given out, and numerically they 
are of more consequence than for several 
years. It is understood that at Buffalo the 
agreement to not allow two or more horses. 
to be named as one entry has been disre- 
garded, gnd the entry list would indicate 
that guch is ‘the case. 
The Empire city entries make it certain 
that the New York meeting will be a success 
so far as large fields are concerned, but 

whether the public will patronize the enter- 

tainment in sufficient numbers to make it a 
good thing financially is yet to be‘determined. 

The journey from New York City to the track 


Brighton Beach has much the best of Em- 
pire City in this respect, but as the same 
management controls both tracks it is likely 
that any deficit in the attendance at one

‘chased a farm in California where his : 
horses will.in future be wintered. 


Big Investment in Horse Line. 


Altogether Mr. Butler's Investments in the 
horse line must be close to. half a million dol- 
lars, with an annual] expense for maintenance 
that is tin-itself a modest fortune. Menroe 
Salisbury, who used to campaign a formid- 
able stable of trotters and pacers on his own 
account; is getting the Butler horses ready, 
and ‘this year Charley De Ryder is to do the 
driving dewn the grand circyit, while a 
young man named Brady, who took Hetty 
G.. Marte’s Baby, and others of the 
East View farm horses to the half mile tracks 
near home Jast summer and won a lot of 
s with them, will be out with the second 
string. The demands of his business (he has 
over 100 grocery stores in New York and 
Brooklyn) prevent Mr. Butler from seeing his 
horses perform to any great extent, but his 
enthusiasm is boundless, and, like most men 
who take a hand in the harness racing game, 
he does so from a pure love of the sport. 

That a’ good many fast horses are trained 
far more than is good for them is illustrated 
now and then by the performance of some 
trotter and pacer that jumps out and does a 
sensational trick without what the orthodox 
horsemen would call a sufficient preparation.

FAST WORK BY YALE OARSMEN. 


Crew Covers the Four ‘Mile Course in 
Good Time—Trial Is Made Under | 
Adverse Conditions. 


New Haven, Conni,. April 
By covering the four mile course on time the 


Yale varsity crew has secured a basis for 


figuring its strength and speed. The trip 
over ahe regular racing gistance for the first 
time always marks an’epoch in the year’s 
history of a crew and the rowing statisticians 
have had their note books dut trying to cal- 
culate how’ much better the eight of 1904 ts 
than its predecessors since it went over the 
four miles under the watch. 

The time is said to hfve been about twenty- 
three minwtes forty-five seconds, which is 
about the average for the first try out. The 
oarsmen have not yet hit the stroke above 
thirty for regular tests, so that they are a 


couple of minutes slorer than they will be 


when they get to New London. Thefir trial 
Monday: was under the most adverse cir; 
cumstances, the wind blowing such a sea 
that the oarsmen rowed the last mile in ice 
water which rose-above their ankles and 
finished with the shell nearly swamped. 

The eight showed itself a rugged lot by its 
endurance. The satisfactory showing in the 
long time row has gone a long ways toward 
establishing the order of the eight as settled, 
at least in a majority of cases. The only 
regular member, of the eight who was ab- 
sent and who has been away for a week was 
Morse, No. 3. He has had a bad foot, but has 
just returned and will probably take his 
former seat in the shell, although Ferguson 
showed up well tn the seat: during his ab- 
sence. 

Capt. Cross is proving a arst class stroke, 
and, unless his understudy, Whitney, who 
set the clip forithe freshman eight last year, 
does astonishing work, Cross will hold his 
seat. The chance for Whitney taking stroke 


away from Cross and the latter going back 


to his old seat at No. 7 have grown less 
since Miller, who has been No. 3, was moved 
to No. 7 to permanently replace Cross there. 

Miller, aithough a football guard, has 
trained down to about 178, And probably will 
go into the Harvard racé at/about 175, which 
is a trifle high for a No. 7 mah, but other- 
wise Miller is an ideal stroke for the star- 
board oars.

This increase was 
chiefly in crimes against property, while 
crimes against public morale showed a 
marked decrease. But, as Judge MacDonald 
points out, all the figures show that neither 
penal servitude nor imprisonment serves to 
deter the habitual offender from reverting 
to crime, the most incorrigible of all being 
women, Of the graver crimes which show 
@ marked increase are murders and bur- 
giaries. 


Taxpayer Bears the Burden. 

In view of the enormous increase of tax- 

ation proposed in the chancellor's budget 
it is not a pleasant thought to the British 
taxpayer that he has to pay nearly $6,000,000 
a year for the suppreseion of crime as re- 
vealed in this blue book and over $12,000,000 
for poor relief. 
As to the cause of the increase of crime, 
Sir John. MacDonald has little to say except 
that the manufacture of nitroglycerin has 
created new forms of crime of a grave char- 
acter, but he gives no specific = to dem- 
onstrate this.

Where there is 
such an agreement, said he, the man who 
made it should obtain the consent of his 
partners before undertaking to get an of- 
fice which might take up considerable of 
his time. If the Mormon’church were to 
lay down a rule that no apostle or other of- 
ficial should run for a political office, or if 
he did run and were elected should be de- 
posed from a religious position whose du- 
ties he no longer had time to attend to, 
there would be no special occasion for com- 
plaint. But the Mormon church, for its own 
inscrutable reasons, denies political prefer- 
ment to one man and bestows it on another. 

Mr. Roberts was asked if he knew of a

On the other 
hand, it would be strategically dangerous to 
leave them there unmolested and proceed 
across the Yalu southwestward toward 
Port Arthur, hugging the seacoast. Such a 
manetver would leave a strong force in 
the flank and rear of the advancing army. 
On the other hand, the advancing army 
would: not be in danger of having its com- 
munications cut, since its base would be the 
sea. But the Japanese want to hold Corea 
at all) costs, even if they are beaten in 
Manchuria. If they advanced across the 
Yalu southwestward, with the Russians 
intrenthed in the hills obliquely to their rear, 
they niight be cut off from a return to Gorea 
and from making their defensive stand 
there. 

The Japs have a fortified line from Gen- 
san across to Chinnampo, behind which 


they meant to stick at all hazzards, even if. 


they had bad luck in the battlefields to the 
north. 

The main Russian. concentration is now 
supposed to be at Liaoyang. If the Japa- 
nese forces divide into two or more armies, 
operating in separate parts of Manchuria, 
Kouropatkin might have a chance to throw 
his Liaoyang army first at one then at the 
other of his enemy’s segments, beating each 
in turn. On land the Liaoyang concentra- 
tion gives the Russians the: benefit of inte- 
rior lines. 

Cospack outposts have advanced uninter- 
ruptedly to within eighty miles of Gensan, 
on the eastern coast of Corea.

N the above words, which Patriarch Jacob

From this 
progressive. instinct, which is constantly becoming clearer, there springs 
an ever increasing desire not to be content with a partial solution, or to 
give up the attempt when only half the height has been scaled, mat to 
press onward to reach the summit as soon as possible. 


This, however, does not imply that the struggle after the abitchate is 
a mere seeking after absolute knowledge.

HB recent development of fraternities and soror- 
ities in the high schools brings to the front a prin- 
_ciple in, education which demands serious consider- 
’ ation. There is no need to dwell upon certain fea- 
tures of fraternity life which are so obviously per- 
nicious as to require no special presentation. One 
of these is the so-called chapter house, which often 
consists of a small cottage in which are sequestered 
during their hours of leisure from six to a dozen or 
more young men. While most parents and teachers 
are keenly alert to the dangers of such association 
through the development of certain physical and 


of this age, in many cases they seem to be stone 
blind to the greater danger that lies in the develop- 

ment of falee ideas - life, 
The most enlightened sentiment of the present time regards the school 


as a social: institution. In making inquiry, therefore, into the value of 


fraternity life among the children it is necessary to test it entirely in ac- 
cordance With its‘power to contribate to the welfare of the school as a social 
Whole. The school, being a sdcial organization, has a right’ tc demand that. 
Sery individdal contribute the best that is in him to the good of all. In 
Making this contribytion it is perfectly natural that much should be done 
; though groups around certain centers that have definite ideals. The 
ps being formed, the school, however, still has the right to exact the 
@me things from them that it does from the individuals—namely: the best 
Hat they can contribute to the general social welfare. If, now, the fra- 
trnities and sororities are so contributing, if they are wielding an influence 
that is tending to blend all the diverse interests of the school towards one 
end, the social uplift of all, how does it happen that in schools where these 
Sotieties exist the classrooms and corridors are thronged with those who are 
Shivering under the frost of ostracism? <A true social system is satisfied 
with nothing short of the best that is in every individual that belongs to it. 


HE highest pats ealesman never appears to work 
hard to make a sale. Usually he is not a great 
talker. It is the clerks in cheap stores who talk 
hard and fast; ‘they hustle and sweat and appear 

to try to corner their customers and to browbeat 
them into buying. The first class salesman is cool 

‘and easy in manner because he has studied his 
art and knows just how to proceed to make a sale. 
The great talker may be a good salesman, but he 
chooses the hardest road and necessarily accom- 
plishes less, since he spends too much energy on 

each customer, The salesman who wants to pass 
everybody on the road must have, either conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, a definite method of procedure. 

Before trying to sell anything find out what the 
person can buys When a man has told you just what he wants he has 

Committed himself and he has given you a distinct advantage. In busi- 

bess it is the effort of each man to make the other man “come to him,” 

Sad as soon as your prospective customer has told you what he wants— 

Material, style, price, ete.—he has “come to you”; all you have to do is 

Gil the order.. If you can do that there is a strong presumption in favor 

Of a sale without much further effort on your part. Even if he changes 

His mind and refuses to buy the thing he asked for, you ca ask once 

More his desires and again try to satisfy them in the required article.

Experience tells us that we stand in less ‘danger of deceiving our: 
'.. selves when we look forward instead of backward, when we.look high 


instead of low. Rvery progressive movement so far has been announced 
and championed by men who were accused in the beginning of looking 
too high. Therefore, when we are in doubt as to the wisest course, it is 
always safest to cast our lot with the most broad minded men. 

We might ask in this connection whether it would be wise to grant all 
men absolute liberty, notwithstanding their unfitness: The answer is 
“Yes.” Moreover, it is the duty of all those whose thoughts are in ad- 
vance of those of the masses to break down the barriers which hinder 
complete liberty. This, too, in spite of the fact that they may know 


that the masses will not be worthy of this liberty for some time after — 


it has beeh granted them. The blessings of liberty can only be attained 
through,.a long period of painful experience in its misuse. It is only 


also is true of other human rights. 

If we wish to apply this principle to the question of’ universal suf- 
frage it is necessary first to familiarize ourselves with the development 
of modern political institutions. These lines of development we find are 
everywhere the same—they are fixed. One nation after another has out- 
grown tyranny, giving place to a more or less aristocratic ‘6r plutocratic 

_ government, with limited suffrage. This form of government in turn is 
succeeded by a government by the people armed with~ universal suf- 
-frage. This has been the trend of political events. To what is it going 
to lead us? ‘Will it finally lead us back to tyranny or will it develop into 


But here is a system, as social, which, at indifferent 
to the good influences: which great numbers of the pupils might exert and, 
at the worst, it deliberately sets about preventing the individual from giving 
his best to the school. Whether in the’fraternity or out of it, there is no 
difference in principle; certain well defined lines are established beyond 
which the members may not go, and over which the nonmember may not 
pass. The good that the fraternity seeks is the good of the small coterie 


composing it—it is distinctly selfish and narrow.. To assume anything else — 
is ridienlous, for if it were really the good of the whole it could not and- 
would not confine its membership to a few. It is essentially aristocratic, - 


and it must, therefore, come into direct conflict, as it does at every point, 
with the proper organization of the school, which is éssentially democratic. 
The point to be clearly emphasized is that through the fraternities 


and sororities the group influence in wrongly directed. The imdividuals 


: composing the societies possess many elements of leadership as well as 
social and other qualities that are the life of the school, and it is most — 
desirable to cultivate them, These young people are at an age when they 


are susceptible. to good impulses; they want to do the “square thing” 


and do it in a large way. Nothing’ could more clearly testify to the utter 
- niismanagement of these pupils by both teachers and parents than the fact 
that we find them given over to the selfishness of the fraternity idea. . This 


is because there is precious little connection between the subject matter | 


of the average high school curriculum and the things which the pupils at 
this stage of “fe actually are thinking about. In matters of daily living, 
those things of the most intense present interest and importance to them, 
they are left generally to shift for themselves. They naturally flounder, 
make mistckes, form bad habits, and-often generate low and wrong ideals 
that distort their vision and enormously diminish their happiness and 
uséfulness in after life. 
It is the period in education which should be devoted concretely to the 


training for citizenship through the development of true democratic ideals. | 


This should not be attempted merely through a few set leasons in civics, 
but through a systematic social organization of the school as a whole. The 


at random; try to etal out your man as to what he wants, how much he 
can pay, cash or in payments. All that you learn about his business, his 
experience or lack of it in real estate deals, his income, his savings, ete., 
is just so much to’ your advantage. Because with all this information 
about him and his wants you, can pick out just one lot and, ignoring all 
the rest, spend all your time and energy talking up its merits. If you pro- 
eced .skillfully you will not have to ask him for a deposit; he will prob- 
ably ask you to accept one. If he does not get as far as this you have 
nothing for which to blame yourself, since you have followed the only in- 
telligent method for making a sale. 

For you as a dry goods clerk to bring out goods at.random without 
first ascertaining just wh'at a customer wants shows lack of method and 
therefore lack of intelligence. Ten chances to one you will not strike 
what the man wants. You have, therefore, placed yourself at a disad- 
vantage at the outset, lowered your own dignity, and lessened the value 
of your judgment in the eyes of your prospective customer. If he is a 
superior man he will resent this waste of time and feel, even if he does 
not display, impatience. Suppose a plainly dressed and ordinary looking 
man asks for black hose and after you show him the 25 cent quality he 
asks for “silk hose at $3 a pair.” You would feel cheap, wouldn’t you? 
Especially when he gave the name and address of one of Chicago's well 
known milionaires, as he might easily be. You would not expect that man 
to ask xou for anything again, since you gave him such unintelligent service. 

If you first find out what a man wants and can pay for you escape 
the serious danger of showing him something that he will want but cannot 
pay for. Many a possible sale is lost in just this way. If you show a woman 
a $3Q hat who has no intention of spending more than $12 she may be 
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by striving for a high and. distant ideal that we can hope in the course 
of time to attain to anything worthy our efforts. What is true of liberty

. At present universal suffrage is the highest political ideal, but doubt- 
less there is concealed back of it a atill higher ideal. It represents not an 
ultimate but only a provisional solution. “But until all the illusions con- 
nected with it have been exposed it will remain the object and desire of 


mankind. It necessarily is, whether good or bad; the goal towards which 


the nations march. The completion of this development is essential to the 
Masses’ idea of justice. Every obstacle in the way niust be surmounted. 
Like every movement that has its origin in the depths of human. life, it 
has.a right to develop. When it becomes apparent that a certain line of 


development is not going to bring the results it gave promise of at  — 
‘ the ‘words of counsel have little effect until their wisdom. has been. tested 


the start, an effort should be made to change its course or substitute some- 


thing else. In the meantime, however, we must allow the people, in pos 


session of their own peculiar faults and virtues, to complete the develop- 
ment in their own ‘way and enjoy what: happiness it may bring them. 


With good reason we find that the universal suffrage ideal is ambi- 
tious, impatient, and even rash. The youthful organism rejects anything - 


that might impair the purity of its blood, It may be that the elements 
gained through contact with monarchical and aristocratic institutions 
which we seek to infuse into the veins may be excellent in themselves, ‘but 
in spite of this they are injurious, because they carry with them also 
the evils with which those institutions are tainted. Before a govern- 


ment by the people can become clearer and wiser through the admixture of 
other forms of administration it must complete the full course of its — 
experiment. After they have become secure in the possession of their 


power, then only can it choose profitably those features from the past that 
will be useful in the future. In making the choice they must follow their 
natural inclination, for this, like natural hunger, is the safest judge of 
what is good for the organism’s development. . 

Nations are right, therefore, in rejecting in advance what may’ per- 
haps be better than universal suffrage. In time they may see—as intelli- 
gent men now see—what isa the common weal, and be able to rule more 


seit’ life or the children, involving all of their community relationships to 


each other, should “be the center, the controlling influence in the school 


work. In such an organization, naturally, there would be groups; but the 


' group influence, instead of being centered within its own narrow limits, 


woull be diffused throughout the entire school, This would put the school 


jn line with democracy, which is distinguished by a true exaltation of the 


individual—of every individual. No school can afford to exist a day with- 
eut the best that every pupil can contribute to the life of all. The pupils 
ean be thoroughly imbued with the principles of democracy only by 


actually living them out during this most impressionable period of their 


lives. Many people feel that the various class distinctions deve in 
fraternity life must be natural. Let no one be so deceived. e dis- 
tinctions made are in the main the result of a worship of false standards 
of life; they are the result of wrong ideals, and the effect is as sinister and 
pernicious upon the members as it is humiliating and imbittering upon 
those who are not. It is impossible to estimate the wrong inflicted upon 
those who are not memthbers .by the school that: permits. fraternities. 
Pupils frequently appeal to their teachers or principal for the reason that 
-they are not allowed to join them. The stock reply is full of sophistry, 
obvious to the dullest pupil. It generally takes the form: ‘' You are now 
face to face with one of the conditions of life. You cannot always expect 
to ‘belong.’ You are bouwnd to be ‘ left out’ of some things. This is one 
of them. You must learn to stand alone.” The teacher may mean well, 
but in view ot what the pupil has a right to expect and demand of the 
school such a. answer is little less than brutal. It is the ages old answer 
of the aristocrat to the common people, of the king to the serf. It in no 
way resembles the frank intercourse between man and man in the organ- 
ization of a democracy. Such a teacher fails utterly to grasp the situa- 


tion and he does not give the correct reply. The case is not parallel with 


the conditions of’ after life, and if it were it is this “ condition of life” 
that a school fitting its pupils for democracy must train against. The 
teacher replying thus disregards the rithts of the individual and he 
salaams and kowtows to the self-appointed aristocracy of his school. The

“ Here’s something at $2.50.” The man 


on its good qualities. A minute later he says: “ Well, 1 don’t want to 
pay more than $2.” All you can do now is to go back to the $2 line and 
say, “‘ Well, these are nice, too,” etc. Weak, isn’t it? After comm'tting 
yourself in favor of the more expensive grade of shirts, you have dis- 
counted beforehand all you can possibly say in favor of the $2 article. If 
you want to talk effectively and convincingly you must concentrate your 
attention on the one article the man can pay for. If this rule of first 
finding out a customer’s wants were strictly adhered to, think how much 
time weuld be saved from those terrors of the dry goods clerks, the wom- 
en who ate merely amusing themselves by fingering piece after piece of 
goods! Many times if such women were directly and courteously ques- 
tioned they might admit at the start that they only wanted samples. By

Chatterton of Chicago! This title may fairly be 
bestowed upon a 15 year old boy who lost his life in 
the Iroquois fire. Like the great English poet, young 
Walter Bissinger, whose home was at 4934 Forrestville 

_ avenue, met a cruel death while yet in his ‘teens, and 
left as his monument poems of such promise that no one can 
tell how high he would have climbed in the world of letters 
had he lived to reach maturity. 

Walter Bissinger was born on the south side in 1888. As 
Thomas Chatterton had done in Bristol, England, a century 
ago, he commenced to write verse before he was 10 years 
of age. Chatterton-was educated at the Blue Coat ‘public 
school of his native town, and young Bissinger wag sent to 
the public schools of Chicago. After he had passed through 
the eighth grade, however, Walter went to the Morgan Park 
academy for a year, and from there to a military schoo! in 
Indiana, where he was in attendance at the time of his death, 
In these institutions he obtained a greater store of learning 
than the*famous Englishman, who complained bitterly be- 
@ause he was taught nothing more than the “three R’s and 
the catechism.” 


Made E very One His Friend.

His keen sense of humor made him intensely popular with 
his Classmates, and his power to win affection was remark- 
able. It is said of Chatterton that no man whose liking he 
Gesired to win could ever resist him. 

Chatterton’s first poem was published when hé was 11 
years old, and it is between that age and 14 that young Bis- 
Singer wrote most of the lyric poems which he has left. In 
the small volume of his works, which has been compiled 
8nd privately published by Tony Rubovits, there are verses, 
@ritical essays, and metrical tragedies. Before Chatterton’s 
Unhappy death from starvation at the age of 18 he had made 
& @imilarly diverse entrance into the field of literature. But 
Woung Bissinger did not lead such a fierce struggle for ex- 
Istence as his predecessor, and was consequently not com- 
pelied to write political satires or Go journalistic work. Wal- 
tere main experience with this branch of writing occurred 
Gufing a few months spent at Tower Hill, Wis., the summer 
Sehool of the Rev. Jenkin Lloyd Jones, when he published

“ Thoughts in Verse and Prose,” by Walter Bissinger, 
To this volume Dr 
Emil G. Hirsch has written an introduction, speaking of the 
young author from personal knowledge of him.. 

“Among the many young lives,” writes Dr. Hirséh, 
“that were swept to their premature end by the etre 
flames of the Iroquois theaser catastrophe wag that.of Wal- 
ter Bissinger. In hie death his nearest kin lost a lovable 
member of the home circle, and the world a singer of rare 
qualities. The promise of a larger fame among the greater 
bards, whose songs have cheered pligrimimg mankind) on the 
path of upward tending, was richly foreshadowed in the 
notes which from early childhood his tender fingers drew 
from the lyre. of his love filled heart. 

“Those who knew him best, his parents and. teachers, 
have thought it wise to collett the scattered leaves of Wale 
ter’s songs, and by publishing them fn permanent form erect 
a fitting monument to the memory of the young poet. Though 
the deeper experience. which life alene brings is lacking in 
these stanzas, they thrill with a genuine sympathy, with 
moods of the sky and the sea, the mountain and the mead. 
As might be expected in one so young the dominant is 
lyrical, vibrating with the impressions made upon his soul 
by the winds and waves. Whatever may be the crudities of 
phraseology or meter these lines show spontaneity of senti< 
ment. They are not the painful outcome of studied effort, 
but the glad outburst of a candid heart rejoicing in : beau- 
ties filling garden and hearth. 

some of these songs the wuricertain and 
hesitancy of youth is absent, and they might with ease pass 
for the productions of a mature mind. Others reveal the 
faltering grasp of a child. But as they are of unequal qual- 
ity, they possess a charm reflective of the rare beauty of the 
young songster’s pure soul. May they speak the softening 
message of hope to the saddened friends upon whom the 
frightful hour of his death has laid go heavy a burden.”

It lies like a mat on the brow, 
between the eyes, with the pins holding it. 

“The trick of doing this up well is to have the twist tight 
and regular, and to pin it firmly after it is twisted flat. It 
must then be allowed to dry: This will take all night. If 


‘the twist is put up in the daytime it cam be dried by pressing 


a hot flatiron to it. This is done as waves were pressed 


‘before the days of curling irons. The victim kneels before a 


table. An accomplice takes the wheel of hair, and, laying 
it fat on the table, presses it with a hot iron. This dries it 
almost instantly. 


‘The curl will be more enduring if the hair is left up 


overnight and pressed with an next morning.

Here, again, I must reluctantly say that 1 cannot give 
pergonal treatment. I can give you full instructions for 
massaging your own face. 

G. H.: How shall I rub the wrinkles out of my forehead. 
nd what cream shal) I uae? 
, Use wrinkle cream. Warm it slightly. Go over the fore- 
*head with the tips of the fingers, rubbing across the wrinkles, 
not Into them. Rub them quickly and lightly, as you would 
smooth the creases out of a piece of tissue paper. 

B. C.: I travel on the road a great deal and cannot take 
cold cream with me. Is there anything I can buy or out up 
cheaply to take the grime off my face? 

You might buy a little almond oil, a few cents’ worth, and 
use it to remove the dust from your face. But why do you 
not put up some cold cream in a smail tin box and carry it 
with you? It needn't be a large box, you know. 

No Name: I had the Vaucaire remedy for the develop- 
ment of the bust put up accerding to the directions you gave.

You do net go to work properly. Steam the face with 
warm clotha until the skin feels hot. Cover with cold cream. 
Waah off with plenty of soap and hot water, using the tips 
of the fingers for a wash cloth. 

Mre. D.: How often must blackheads be taken out of. 
the face? I succeed in taking them out, but they do not stay 
out. They come right back. 

Blackheads should be removed at least once a week. If 
the pores are kept clear and open after a while they will 
close of their own accord. Open pores spoil the beauty of 
many a face. 

U, ¥.: How many ways are there of removing superfiu- 
ous hair from the face? And do you recommend them all? 
- “Khere are four ways and all are recommended for special 
cases, Hach has its own advantage. The electric needle is 
the gurest, but it is expensive unless you operate it yourself. 
Next come the tweezers, followed by a weak acid solution 
such ae diluted ammonia. Then comes the salve stick, and 
last, though not least, there are the bleaches which make 
the hair invisible.

Before you try to have a fringe, or to wave the hair in 
the natural wave, be sure you prepare it. Unless you pre- 
pare your hair it posttively will not stay 
in wave. To prepare it you ‘ust keep it Shampoo 
clean. And keeping it clean means sham- romneres for 
pooing it often. Brushing it will not do, 
nor shaking it in the wind.

The muscles are formed of fine fibers, 
msembing little tubes, which contain an albuminoigd sub- 
stance that is capable of contraction. The strength of a 
muscle is measured through fits power of contraction. At 
the maximum of its contraction the muscle can shorten its 
length by one-third. So sensitive is it to stimulus that even 
an extremely slight stimulation of the nerve by an electric 
surrent too feeble for a galvanometer to measure it can 
bring about a chemical change in it, and make it contract.

. . Weariness a Form of Poison. 


The man who is becoming tired is being slowly poisoned | 


by the dross which is accumulating in his system. In the 
peculiar organism of the human body toxic substances are 
produced continually during life. This may be illustrated 
in various ways. A muscle in repose contains only a smal! 
quantity of waste matter soluble in.alcohol, while in an equal 
weight of muscle taken from a fatigued animal the propor- 
tion of this waste matter has perceptibly increased. Again, 
the fatigued muscle is acid, while the muscle in repose is 
alkaline. If you take the blood of a fatigued animal and 


inject it into another anima! you will produce in the Jatter the . 


phenomena of fatigue. Dr. Koch's recent discoveries have a 
direct bearing upon this matter. Just as the tubercle baec- 
teria, living and multiplying in living tiesue, produce certain 
substances which have a toxic influence upon the cells and 
organic matter around them, so the cells of the human body 
give off noxious substances! 
Take the brain, for example. The more intense its vital 
processes become the more abundant are the waste products 
which its cells give off, contaminating thereby both the im- 


_ mediate surroundings in which they live and also the blood 
which is to purify and nourish the cells of the rest of the 
body. 


If waste products accumulate in the blood we feel 
fatigued. When their amount exceeds the physiological limit 
we become ill. 

How intense the chemical processes in the brain are may 


be guessed from the persistency of the traces which some- 


mental activities make upon it. A passing incident, hardly 
noted at the time, may live for years in the memory. ___. 
That the activity of the clrémical process is much more in- 
tense in the brain than in the muscles is apparent from the 
relative effects produced by anzemia of the muscles and of the 
brain, One may drive the blood’ out of the forearm till the 
hand becomes deathly pale and cools three or four degrees 
in a quarter of an hour.

When the afflux of blood to the brain is diminished, how- 

ever, the consequences are much more serious. The cerebral 

hemispheres are so sensitive to any diminution of their nutri- 

tion that if the natural flow of blood to the brain is lessened 


for even a few seconds the subject becomes unconscious. 


With an apparatus of his own invention Prof. Mosso has 
studied the circulation of the blood in the. human brain by 
a series of experiments upon a man who has in the frontal 
region of his skull an opening two centimeters square. . 

In brain fatigue, says Mosso, phenomena are observed 
which have a certain resemblance to those produced in the 
thuscles by undue exercise. The headache which succeeds 
i ‘ense brain work corresponds to the inertia felt in the 
leg muscies after a long walk. All of his investigations tend 
yuan a comparison of muscular with cerebral fatigue.
